English Newspapers Notify Spain 


That No British Sympathy 


is to Be Expected. 


KEY WEST, February 21.—The court 


of inquiry reconvened at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. 
Lieutenant Holman, who 


testified at Havana, was again called. 
Lieutenant of Marines Cattle gave Me 
evidence and waa followed by Boatswain 
Urkin, Gunner UUt and Carpenter 
Holmee. The two latter were on iliore 
at the time of the explosion and could 
tell little of value. 


At ten minutes paat 3 the court ad- 


journed until tomorrow. 


Judge Advocate Marix eaid: "The 


stenographers have all they can Iran- 
eciibe in record form, and there is no 
uoe of our working longer today." 


After the court room waa cleared to* 


day Captain Sampson held a short in- 
terview with Admiral Sicard and then 
returnudtothelowa. Captain Chadwiclc 
and Lieutenant Cotnmauder Potter were 
takuii on bonrd the New York. 


Few know more than was known this 


morning. An oilicer af the Maine, how- 
ever, who bud bean examined by tl e 
court duricR the< day, talked with the 
correspondent of tho Associated Frees. 


"I cau't toll you," he said, "what 


lino of questioning was adopted, but the 
court will flml, I believe, that the 
Maine waa blown up by design, though 
I don't think it would be able to ascer- 
tain exactly how. The court's findings 
will be baaed on negative rather than 
positive evidence. 


"By this I moan that all the testimony 


heard BO far had, bit by bit, upait 
the theories of those who think the ex- 
plosion wae of internal origin. This 
negative evidence la ao fltrong and eo 
general that I eee no possibility of the 
court deciding that tho explosion HM 
internal. 


"Thw only alternative, then, left for 


the court is to fall back on evidence 
which polnta to tho intentional blowing 
up of tue Maine. This, I think, will be 
doQO, unless the court formulates a 
theory of its own or declares that it does 
not know how the diiaster occurred, 
both of which conjectures 1 think im- 
probable." 


Aa bearing on the value of the opinion 


of tho oilicer in question, it must be 
homo in mind tuat he was before the 
court for about fifteen minutes only and 
that ho has at nil times expressed him- 
self as confident that the explosion waa 
not duo to an accident. 


Membert] of the court, when tbo sub- 


stance of tho interview was brought to 
thoir attention, declined to have any- 
thing to fifty. All thu high military and 
naval oflicialo hero, when asked crucial 
qutiBtionf, politely profess ignorance.

Tho important feature of the comma- 


nicntiou is the declaration that the 
court will return to Havana. It sots at 
reata the rumors that have been current 
fur days past that the court was not .to 
return to Havana for the roftaou thflt it 
had discovered the cause of the sinking 
of tho Maine, which waa not an acci- 
dent, and that they had consequomly 
no further buaiueaa at Havana. 


One important deduction to be drawn 


from the message was that the report of 
tue court of inquiry can scarcely bo ex- 
pected for several weeks to come. The 
court will be occupied ut Key West1 for 
some days at least in taking the testi- 
mony of the survivors there. 


Then upon tho return to Havana, tt 


is expected that n good deal of time 
rnnat blapBB before the divers can get 
through tho mud which now encom- 
passes the lower part of the wreck ot 
tho Maine and examine the bottom. 
After this is done the court must de- 
liberate in order to sscuro nn agreement 
upon their finds. The prevalent belief 
fit tbe navy department is that up to 
this moment the court has only under- 
taken to compare notea and endeavor to 
reach uuch an agreement. 


NO IMPORTANT NEWS. 


A Cuban mail was received during the 


day, and with the candor which has ao 
far characterized all bis dealings with 
the public in this matter, Secretary 
Long caused it to be given to the news- 
paper reporters as aoon SB he had it 
himself. It was made up of one letter 
from Captain Sampson, dated at Hav- 
ana, February 23, and although it is 
•imply a statement of events that hud 
already boon reported hy telegraph, one 
fact is significant, viz: The statement 
that the testimony of certain civilian 
witnesses before the court would be of 
no importance. His letter is as follows; 


February 23,1898. 


"Sir:—The court has taken the testi- 


mony of all the offlcen of the Maine still 


here. Tomorrow we will take such tes- 
timony as the divera have accumulated. 
Tho "Eight Arm" arrived here this 
morning and reported to Captain Siga- 
bee, according to orders. 


**I trust some wrecking company will 


be given the entire job, aa no other plan 
will be feasible. 


"There are two citizens in the harbor 
•ho have signified tbeir willingness to 


testify, although they have nothing im- 
portant. 


"After taking thia evidence and that 


of the divers I propose to return to Key 
West and take the evidenco of the uili- 
CBTB and men tberu. 


'It may be necessary to return here 


after further progress baa been made by 
tha divera.

;an, JH Corea of Madrid, in ita ifl3UO of 
February 22d, jiiat received here by mail, 
saye: "There ia no doubt whatever 
that tho loss of the Maine was duo to 
lack of discipline,; and cites the CRBO of 
a United Stales cruiser which waa lately 
at Venice, describing her crow aa beiiiK 
"rather piratoa than aailora of a civil- 
ized nation." 


Continuing, El Coreo Bays : "Drunk- 


ards, thieves and lighters, the sailors of 
tbe United States never set foot ashore 
without creating riots. Nightly several 
of them slept in jail or wore taken on 
board under urreat until tho municipal- 
ity was forced to enter complaint to the 
commander and to request him not to 
allow his men to land, SB otherwise 
they conld not answer for tho ccnae- 
iiuencea.

Before tbe war the city ot Santiago de 


Cuba had 56,770 inhabitants. This has 
been reduced to about 35,000 by tbo de- 
parture of moat of tho able-bodied tnou 
to take part in the war. This loss of 
population wne in spite of tbe quarter- 
ing here of about 5000 laboring people 
from the surrounding country. In Oc- 
tober there wero 253 deaths in this city ; 
in November, :t20; in December, 424, 
and in January, 486. Daring the first 
week iu February tbe mortality waa 
only one-half of the weekly average of 
January.

Rica were not authorized, but wore act- 
ing with the knowledge of the President 
nf Ooata Rica. If COB I a Rica gives no 
explanation in reaponRO to tho demand 
of the diet it ie fenrod eerioua trouble 
will follow.

ragua and CoBta Rica ia over the terri- 
tory adjacent to the inter-oceanic cunnl, 
A recent Incident has intenailied the 
fueling of tbe Coata Ricans over the 
matter.
